For amending and consolidating the Laws relating to the 
Presentment of Public Money by Grand Juries in the 
County of Dublin.

f <]£ 3 ft <£ 3 it is expedient that alterations should be made 
in the several Acts now in force for making, repairing and 
improving Roads and other Public Works in the County of Dublin 
by Grand Jury Presentment, and that the system for the collection 
5 and expenditure of County Money, and of investigating and super- 
intending of Public Works in said County, should be assimilated as far 
as possible to that which prevails throughout the other Counties in 
Ireland : And whereas it is expedient to avoid the confusion which 
arises from a multiplicity of Acts relative to the same subject, and in 
io order thereunto to repeal all parts of the said Acts which are not 
hereby excepted, and to frame one general law for the regulation of 
the Fiscal Business of Grand Juries in the County of Dublin ; 25 (£ it 
therefore (Enactttf, by The QUEEN’s most Excellent Majesty, by 
and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
15 poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the passing of this 
Act, an Act passed in the Parliament of Ireland in the twenty-sixth 
year of his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “An Act 
for making, widening and repairing Public Roads in the County of 
20 Dublin, and for repealing Parts of several Acts formerly made for 
that Purpose,” excepting the clause or clauses therein for repealing 
the whole or any part of the several Acts thereby wholly or in part 
repealed ; excepting also the seventh, eighth and ninth sections in the

said Acts, authorizing the Grand Jury to accept from, and the late 
Sir Nicholas Lawless to make a conveyance of, so much of Gallowshill 
as might be deemed sufficient for erecting a county gaol, and pro- 
viding that the person or persons to whom such conveyance should be 
made should in nowise be reputed to derive or claim as a freeholder ^ 
or freeholders, and empowering the Grand Jury to levy and pay to the 
said Sir Nicholas Lawless, his heirs and assigns, the annual rent of 
One Pound sterling; excepting also the tenth and eleventh sections of 
said Act, authorizing the Grand Jury to present the old gaol to be 
sold, to present a main or pipe to be laid to convey water from the 10 
Grand Canal to said then intended new gaol, subject to a certain rent 
to the undertakers of said canal, and conditions and provisions therein 
recited relative to pipes and watercourses for said gaol, and to punish 
persons obstructing the laying of such pipes, or wilfully destroying or 
injuring the same ; also an Act passed in the forty-third year of the ^ 
reign of his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “ An 
Act to alter and amend the aforesaid Act made in the twenty-sixth 
Year of his said Majesty’s Reign,” excepting the fourth, fifth and sixth 
sections of said Act, which empower the Grand Jury to take ground 
in the city or county for a new Sessions-house, and provide that such o 0 
Sessions-house, if in the county of the city of Dublin, shall be taken 
and deemed to be in the county of Dublin for the therein recited 
purposes, and as requires that all Officers of Justice, and all other 
persons, if thereunto duly summoned, shall attend the Quarter Ses- 
sions, and the adjournments thereof, at such Sessions-house, with the 25 
like powers and under the like penalties as if the Sessions were held 
at some place within the said county of Dublin, and that all elections 
for Knights of the Shire, and all other business done thereat, shall be 
as good and valid in law as if done and executed at some place 
within the said county of Dublin ; also an Act passed in the fiftieth 30 
year of his late Majesty King George the Third, intituled, “An Act 
to amend so much of an Act made in the Parliament of Ireland in the 
twenty-sixth year of King George the Third, for making and repair- 
ing Public Roads in the County of Dublin, as relates to the Roads 
within the Barony of Rathdown and also an Act passed in the 35 
fifty-first year of King George the Third, intituled, “An Act to 
amend an Act made in the Parliament of Ireland in the twenty-sixth 
\ ear of King George the Third, for making and repairing Public 
Roads in the County of Dublin, with respect to those Roads within 
those Parts of the Baronies of Uppercross and Newcastle which are 40 
situate on the South-east Side of the great Turnpike Road leading 
from Dublin to Cork by Rathcoole and Naas shall be and the 
same are hereby Repealed, except so far as may respect any money 
presented, raised or to be accounted for by virtue of any of said 
Acts.

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And be it Enacted, That in the construction of this Act, the words Definition of 
“ Lord Lieutenant of Ireland” shall extend to and include any Lords 
Justices, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time 
being; and the words “ Presenting Term” shall mean and signify 
5 Easter and Michaelmas Terms respectively ; and every word import- 
ing the singular number shall extend and be applied to several persons, 
animals or things, as well as to one person, animal or thing ; and every 
word importing the masculine gender shall extend and be applied to a 
female as well as to a male, unless the contrary thereof shall be expressed, 

10 or that any such construction as aforesaid shall be inconsistent with or 
repugnant to the context.

And be it Enacted, That for the purposes of this Act, the County of Boundary of 
Dublin shall be deemed to include and extend over such parts of the Couuty ’ 
County of Dublin only as lie and are situate outside the Circular Road, 

3 5 and that all parts of the County of Dublin which lie and are situate 
within the said Circular Road shall henceforth be freed and exempted 
from all Grand Jury charge or cess, whether upon lands or houses, in 
respect of forming a portion of the County of Dublin, save and except 
such charges or cesses as shall have been previously duly charged and 
20 assessed thereon by Grand Jury Presentment or otherwise, and which 
charges or cesses may be recovered by all the ways and means thereto- 
fore in force for that purpose, notwithstanding the passing of this 
Act.

lie, or whether he holds and occupies and is liable to pay cess for Two 
hundred Acres of land at the least in the said county, and in what 
barony or baronies they are situated ; and no person shall be admitted 
to take the Grand Juror’s oath for the county of Dublin at either of 
these Terms, unless by his answer to such of the said questions as shall 20 
be so demanded of him he- shall appear to have some one of the 
qualifications in respect to estate in lands, tenements or hereditaments, 
within the said county which shall be so inquired of. 

And be it Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act , 
every such Grand Juror, immediately after being sworn in manner 25 
above prescribed, shall in open Court, at such Easter Term and 
Michaelmas Term in every year, also take the oath following ; (that 
is to say) 

“ Y0U sha!1 diligently inquire, on behalf of the county of Dublin, 
and true Presentment make of all such matters and things as 30 
shall be lawfully given to you in charge, or as shall come 
before you in anywise relating to the raising of any money 
upon the said county of Dublin, or upon any barony, half 
barony, district or parish therein, or relating to the expenditure 
of any such money; you shall not present nor allow nor dis- 35 
allow any matter or thing through hatred, malice or ill-will, 
nor through fear, favour, affection or reward. 

“ So help you GOD.” 

And it shall and may be lawful for any Grand Jury to disclose any 
evidence or other matter or thing whatsoever relative to the making 40 
or refusing of any such Presentment, or relative to the expenditure of 
any money raised by Presentment. 

And 
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And be it Enacted, That from and after the commencement of this One Free- 
Act, the Sheriff of said county of Dublin shall, in framing the panel Leaseholder 
of persons summoned to serve on the Grand Jury of such county at B^nytobe 
each Presenting Term, observe the rule hereinafter following; (that is P^cd upon 
5 to say) he shall place first on such panel for each barony the name of Jury panel, 
some person having his qualification as hereinbefore stated in such 
barony ; so that, as far as can be, one fit and competent person having 
lands of the value aforesaid, and resident in each barony, if the same 
can be found therein respectively, shall be placed upon such panel ; 

10 and having in such manner selected such one fit and proper person 
for each barony, or so many as he can so select, the Sheriff shall 
complete the said panel in such manner as now by law authorized and 
directed ; and the persons taken from the panel so framed shall be and 
constitute the Grand Jury or inquest of such county, any thing in any 
15 writ, precept or venire facias expressed or directed, or any law, 
statute, usage or custom to the contrary notwithstanding, and as if 
such Grand Jury were altogether composed of freeholders: Provided 
always, however, That any Presentment or indictment formed or made 
by any such Grand Jury shall not be liable to be traversed, quashed 
20 or in any manner impeached by reason of the Grand Jury not being 
selected as aforesaid, but any Sheriff who shall wilfully omit or neglect 
to follow the rules hereby made for the selection of the Grand Jury 
at each Presenting Term shall be liable, on a complaint made to the 
Judges of the Court of Queen’s Bench, to be fined for breach of the 
25 provisions of this Act such sum as such Judge shall think proper, in 
addition to any other penalty or punishment to which he may by law 
be liable : And provided also, That nothing herein contained shall 
extend or be construed to extend to make it obligatory upon any 
Sheriff of the said county to place on the panel the name of any 
30 person having a qualification in the part of Donore barony outside the 
Circular Road.

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for Certain 
any stipendiary Magistrate, or the Treasurer of the county, or the officers not 
Secretary of the Grand Jury, Surveyor or High Constable, or Col- 
35 lector of any barony or half barony, or Clerk of the Crown, or Clerk atp raent-^ 
of the Peace, or Coroner of said county, to serve upon the Grand Jury 
at any Presenting Term, or to act as Justice or associated cess-payer 
at any Presentment Sessions to be holden under the provisions of this 
Act for the said county.

40 And be it Enacted, That the Grand Jury of the said county of Grand Jury 
Dublin at each Presenting Term shall transact the fiscal business of the business in 
said county in open Court, and in such place or room and within such open 
times during Term as the Judges of the Court of Queen’s Bench from 
time to time shall appoint; and that each Grand Jury shall, for the

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whole period during which they shall sit, be called over each morning 
at sitting by the Foreman of such Jury, and at all other times when 
the number of Grand Jurors present shall be less than by law required 
for the performance of the functions of a Grand Jury ; and any Grand 
Juror who shall make default in his attendance at any of such times 5 
shall for every such default incur a penalty of Forty Shillings , and 
such default shall be reported bv the Foreman to the Court of Queen’s 
Bench, and unless the same shall be excused on the ground of illness, 
or other good and substantial reason to the satisfaction of the Court, 
such fine and penalty shall be by the said Court confirmed and de- 10 
dared absolute, and recovered and applied in the same manner as fines 
and penalties imposed on Jurors for any defaults or misbehaviour may 
now by law be recovered and applied ; and if the Foreman shall fail to 
call over the Jury at the times hereinbefore appointed, or to report the 
absence of any Juror upon such call, he shall incur a penalty of Ten 15 
Pounds for each such default, to be in like manner recovered and 
applied : Provided that nothing herein contained shall limit or affect 
the authority of the said Court to enforce the attendance of any Grand 
Juror as said Court may now enforce such attendance. 

And be it Enacted, That upon the death, resignation or removal 20 
of any Secretary of the said Grand Jury, the election of a Secretary 
in tiie place of such Secretary shall be made by the Foreman and 
gentlemen of the Grand Jury of the next preceding Presenting Term, 
and the Treasurer of the county shall, within Ten Days after such 
vacancy shall occur, cause an advertisement to be published in the 25 
Dublin Gazette signifying that A. B. who was Foreman, and the 
Grand Jurors who were sworn as Grand Jurors at [as the case may 
be] Term last, shall assemble at the Grand Jury-room at the Court of 
Queen’s Bench on the day to be therein appointed, which day shall 
be not sooner than nor later than days from g 0 

the date of publishing of such advertisement at the hour of One of 
the clock in the afternoon, to elect an apt and proper person to be 
Secretary of the Grand Jury of said county ; and the said Grand Jury 
or any Twelve or more of them being so convened, shall accordingly 
proceed to elect by a majority of voices a proper person to be such o - 
Secretary ; and the Foreman, or in his absence the person who shall be 
highest in the list attending, shall preside ; and if the said Grand Jury 
so attending shall happen to make an even number and are equally 
divided in their votes, the person presiding shall have a double or 
casting voice ; and immediately alter said election the Foreman or 
person so presiding shall sign a certificate that pursuant to this Act 
■B- C- of was duly elected Secretary of the Grand 

Jury of the county of Dublin, which certificate shall be lodged with 
the Clerk of the Grown, to be kept amongst the records of the office, 
and the Grand Jury may present the costs of such advertisement at 
the next Presenting Term.

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That in case of any negligence 
or insufficient discharge or inattention of duty by any Secretary, it shall 
and may be lawful for the Grand Jury, on complaint to the Justices 
of the Court of Queen’s Bench and with the express sanction of the 
5 said Justices of the said Court, to remove such Secretary or Secretaries. 



And be it Enacted, That the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland shall from 
time to time appoint a board of Three civil or military engineers to 
act without salary or emolument in Dublin, who shall from time to 
time examine into and certify the qualifications of all persons desirous 
to act as Surveyors under this Act, and such Lord Lieutenant shall 
appoint from time to time out of the persons so certified a Surveyor 
of Public Works for the said county of Dublin, and such Surveyor when 
so appointed shall be taken and deemed to be an Overseer of all or 
any Public Works within the said county of Dublin, and shall be and 
is hereby vested with all powers hereinafter vested in Overseers of any 
Public Works in said county.

20 every other vacancy, however occasioned, the said Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland shall forthwith appoint a successor from and out of the 
persons who shall be from time to time certified to be qualified as 
aforesaid, provided that in case of indisposition or other unavoidable 
cause, proved on oath to the satisfaction of the Grand Jury or any 
25 Three Justices of the Peace, such Surveyor may depute another 
person duly certified as hereinbefore mentioned to act for him, and

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Grand Jury shall have authority to direct the salary of the Surveyor 
so neglecting his duty or misconducting himself to be withheld, and 
shall report such neglect or misconduct to the said Lord Lieutenant of 
Ireland ; and if the said Surveyor shall be upon such report or at any 
other time or in any other manner or for any other reason dismissed 5 
from his office, he shall forfeit, at the discretion of the Lord Lieutenant, 
the whole or any part of the arrears due to him, and the same shall be 
applicable to the general purposes of the county in like manner as 
other monies from time to time levied off such county, and arising in 
the hands of the Treasurer. 10 

His duties. And be it Enacted, That it shall be the duty of the said Surveyor 
to attend the Magistrates and cess-payers at each Presentment 
Sessions and the Grand Jury at each Presenting Term, affording such 
professional advice and assistance as shall be required of him, and shall 
prepare forms of tenders and proposals, specifications, maps, plans, 15 
sections or elevations of any county work, as directed by the Magis- 
trates and cess-payers at any Presentment Sessions, or by the Grand 
Jury at any Presenting Term, and shall himself make application for 
works when necessary as hereinafter directed, and shall report upon, 
as far as may be, all applications for Presentments lodged with the 20 
Secretary, and the necessity and utility of the same, and on the cor- 
rectness of the maps, plans, specifications and estimates for public 
works, and how far it may be expedient to alter, vary or modify the 
same ; and shall lay before the Magistrates and cess-payers assembled 
at every Presentment Sessions authorized and required to be holden 25 
Surveyor under this Act, and also before the Grand Jury at every Presenting

Works, Term immediately preceding, which report shall also contain a detailed 30 
within the statement of the progress, repairs, state and condition of the several 
County. court-houses, sessions-houses, gaols, bridewells, roads, bridges, walls 
and other public works within the county of Dublin, for the expenses 
whereof the Grand Jury are enabled or required to make any Pre- 
sentment, specifying which of such public works or roads are most 35 
of immediate necessity or utility, and whether any others are required ; 
stating also the several roads or lines of communication which it may 
be necessary to open, and the roads and ways it may be expedient to 
shut up, or to turn and direct, or to leave to be repaired at private 
expense only; and shall also report on all applications on part of 40 
contractors, and on the progress and execution of all public works 
formerly presented, and on the performance of all contracts, and on 
the state, repairs, progress and condition of all buildings, roads, 
bridges, gullets, walls or other work ,• and the said Surveyor or 
Surveyors, or one of them; as the Grand Jury shall direct, shall audit 

all 
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all accounts of such works, and ascertain and certify the correctness 
thereof, and whether each Contractor is entitled to payment and how 
far. and whether such Contractor has conformed to the provisions of 
this Act and the laws in force in Ireland ; and shall also report the 
5 name and description of all persons, stating also the names and 
descriptions of all persons prosecuted by such Surveyor for any 
injury or nuisance to such roads, and before what Magistrate and with 
what result any prosecution for any such offence was had, and gene- 
rally stating all matters relating to the office of such Surveyor; and 
10 every such report shall (if so required by the Grand Jury) be verified 
upon the oath of such Surveyor, which oath the Foreman of such 
Grand Jury is hereby authorized to administer, and a copy or 
abstract of such report shall be annexed to and printed with the 
list of Presentments made at such Terms, and shall be transmitted to 
15 the Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant and laid before Parlia- 
ment, in like manner as is required by law with respect to such lists 
of Presentments. 

And be it Enacted, That such Surveyor shall keep an office open 
for his regular attendance on business, in such place as the Grand Jury 
20 shall appoint, and which they are hereby required and empowered to 
appoint, and such Surveyor shall employ one fit and competent person 
to be a Clerk in his said office, who shall give regular attendance in 
the said office, and for whose conduct such Surveyor shall be at all 
times responsible; and such Grand Jury is hereby authorized to pre- 
25 sent, over and above the salary payable to such Surveyor, a sum not 
exceeding in each year, to defray the expense of such 

office, and to pay the salary of such Clerk, a moiety whereof the 
said Grand Jury is authorized and required to present at the Pre- 
senting Term for the half year last past, and to pay the same to such 
30 Surveyor accordingly, subject always to the provisions hereinbefore 
contained with respect to the payment of the salary of the said 
Surveyor. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall not be lawful for the Grand Jury 
to present any money to be levied for the erecting or repairing any 
35 building, the estimate of which^hall exceed Fifty Pounds, or for the 
laying out any new road or footpath, or for the widening an old 
road, or lowering a hill, or filling up a hollow', or filling up any 
gripes, the expense of which respectively shall exceed One hundred 
Pounds , unless the necessity and expediency of such works respec- 
40 lively, together with the plans (when any such plans shall by law be 
required to be made) and estimates for the same shall have been pre- 
viously examined by such Surveyor ; and that in all cases where such 
Surveyor shall not concur in the necessity or expediency of the work 
proposed, such Surveyor shall be examined by the Grand Jury 
,614. b touching 
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touching the same, and that in all cases in which such Surveyor shall 
approve of the work being executed, but shall disapprove of the plan 
and estimate laid before them, it shall be the duty of such Surveyor 
to prepare a new plan and estimate, or to alter the plan and estimate 
which have been so proposed to him, in such manner as he shall 5 
think fit and proper, previous to the same being laid before the 
Grand Jury for their decision; and if any Surveyor shall receive or 
accept from any person or persons any pecuniary remuneration, con- 
sideration or gratuity for recommending any particular public work, 
or for performing any of the several duties herein prescribed for such 10 
Surveyor to perform, and shall be convicted thereof upon indictment 
in the Court of Queen’s Bench, or Commission of Oyer and Terminer, 
he shall be rendered incapable of being a Surveyor for ever after, 
and shall suffer imprisonment in the county gaol for any time not 
exceeding Twelve Months. 1.5 

And be it Enacted, That upon the death, resignation or dismissal of 
any of the present Collectors, the Grand Jury of the county at any 
Presenting Term may appoint a proper person or persons to collect the 
money presented to be raised upon each of the baronies ; but it shall 
not be lawful for the Treasurer of the county to deliver up any warrant 20 
to empower such person to collect, until he shall have entered into recog- 
nizance with Two sufficient securities, to be approved of by the Grand 
Jury, in such sum as the Grand Jury shall direct, not less than the sum 
which the said Grand Jury is by this Act empowered to present on such 
barony in any one Term ; conditioned that he will, to the utm03t of 25 
his power, from time to time collect the public money presented to be 
levied, and do every tiling that by this Act Collectors are required to 
do ; and that he will from time to time pay to the Treasurer of the 
county all such sums as he shall collect of the public money, and that 
ne will, Four Days at least before each Presenting Term, if not pre- 30 
vented by sickness, close the accounts of his warrant, and that he will 
then deliver to the Treasurer the warrant, and all the original applot- 
ments, together with a list of the defaulters of that warrant, and an 
account verified by affidavit, sworn before One of Her Majesty’s 
Justices ot the Peace of the said county, of all the sums he had 3.5 
received under such warrant, and also of all the sums he had 
received, if any, from the Churchwardens or persons empowered and 
directed by this Act to levy arrears of such warrant, and that after. the 
Treasurer shall have given credit to him in the account for such 
arrears and for all sums that he shall have from time to time paid on 40 
account of that warrant, he will then pay to the Treasurer the balance; 
and every such recognizance shall be deposited with the proper officer 
of the Court of Exchequer, in like manner as the recognizances entered 
into by Treasurers are required to be deposited by the Act of the thir- 
teenth and fourteenth of his late Majesty George the Third, for the 

better 
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better regulating the office of county Treasurers, and shall remain 
good and valid so long as the said Collector shall continue to hold his 
office without the necessity of renewing the same, and shall remain 
and have the effect of a judgment debt against the property, real and 
personal, of the securities until vacated by the Grand Jury of the county 
at some Presenting Term : Provided always, That such Collector shall 
at each Easter Term, satisfy the Grand Jury that the securities are still 
in being.

proprietors, occupiers or persons interested, or any of them, shall or 
may respectively sustain thereby, and that any agreement so to be 
made shall be conclusive to the person who makes such agreement ; 
and the Grand J ury at any Presenting Term shall be empowered to 
present the sum or sums so found by said verdict or verdicts, or 
agreed upon to be paid for damages to be raised upon the county at 
large, or upon the barony or baronies through which such road or 
footpath shall be made or widened, in proportion to the length that 
they shall be so made or widened through each barony. 

And be it Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act no 
affidavit shall be necessary to empower the Grand Jury of the said 
county of Dublin, at every such Presenting Term as aforesaid, to make 
any Presentment for the making or repairing or improving any road or 
footpath, or lowering any hill or filling any hollow in any existing or 

intended 
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intended road, or for building, repairing or altering, widening or applications 
extending anv bridge, pipe, arch, sewer or gullet thereon, or for build- Fom! * 
in^ or repairing any wall or part of a wall necessary to the support of 
any road, or to embank and keep out the sea from such road, or to 
- prevent any steep banks of earth from falling upon it, or for erecting 
any fence or railway or wall for the protection of travellers from dan- 
gerous precipices or holes, or for filling any ditches or making any 
fences or drains, or for building, rebuilding, altering, repairing, enlarg- 
ing or maintaining any Court-house, Sessions-house, whether for 
10 General Quarter Sessions or for Petty Sessions, workhouses, houses 
of correction, gaols, county infirmaries or hospitals, or for executing 
any other public work (any Act in force to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing); but instead of such affidavit, applications, made as near as may 
be in some of the forms marked (A.), (B.)» (C.), (D.), (E.), (F.), in the 
15 Schedule to this Act annexed, or in such other form or forms as shall 
from time to time be directed and authorized by the Grand Jury and 
approved of by the Court, accompanied with such maps, plans, eleva- 
tions, sections, specifications or estimates as are required by such 
Schedule to be annexed to each application respectively, shall, after 
20 having been previously taken into consideration by the Magistrates 
and cess-payers in Special Sessions assembled, in manner directed by 
this Act, be the only authority (except in the cases of such works, the 
applications for which it is herein directed shall be laid before the 
Grand Jury of each preceding Term, and be approved of by them) for 
0 - empowering any Grand Jury of said county, at any time before Pie- 
' senting Term, to make Presentments for the purposes of each such 
applications respectively.

And be it Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act it Magistrates 
shall and may be lawful for every Magistrate of the said county of sessions for 
30 Dublin, not being a Stipendiary Magistrate, to assemble, and all such 
Magistrates are hereby required to assemble, from time to time, with 
the cess-payers, associated in manner hereinafter appointed, and hold 
a Presentment Sessions for the purposes of this Act, in such place or

Presenting Term for said county, for taking into consideration all 
applications which shall be made at such Sessions for any of the pur- 
poses aforesaid, and also for examining all accounts of the expenditure 
of money presented for the purposes aforesaid in manner directed by ^ 
this Act, and that every Presentment appointing such places shall like- 
wise appoint and define the portion of the county for which all appli- 
cations for Presentments therein are to be considered, and all accounts 
of expenditure therein to be examined ; and every such Presentment 
appointing the time for such Presenting Sessions shall appoint the first i 0 
Sessions preparatory to each Presenting Term, to be held at the countv 
Court-house, and shall appoint each subsequent Sessions at other

AND for the purpose of enabling the Grand Jury to prepare such 
list of cess-payers as hereinafter mentioned; BE it Enacted, That every 
High Constable or other Collector of money levied by Grand Jury 
Presentment shall, on the first day of each Presenting Term, deliver 2 o 
to the Secretary of the Grand Jury a return of the names and places 
of residence of the One hundred persons being males of full age, if so 
many there be, and if not, then of the whole number of persons resident 
or in actual occupation of lands and tenements in each barony, who, 
not being in holy orders nor any minister of religion, and not being 25 
Justices of the Peace, shall have been charged with and shall have 
paid for land actually occupied by them the highest sum or sums for 
Grand Jury rates or cess, for and in respect of any lands in such

And be it Enacted, That every Justice shall, previously to acting 
at any Presentment Sessions, make and subscribe in open Court the 
declaration marked in the Schedule to this Act annexed ; and that 
every cess-payer associated with such Justice or Justices in manner 25 
aforesaid shall, previously to acting at any such Sessions, make and 
subscribe in open court the declaration marked in the Schedule to 
this Act annexed, which declarations any one of such Justices or 
the Secretary of the Grand Jury is hereby authorized and required 
to administer ; and the Chairman at each such Sessions shall and he 30 
is hereby required to make out and deliver to the Secretary of the 
Grand Jury of the said county, a list of the names of all the Justices 
and cess-payers who shall have made and subscribed such declarations 
respectively at the Sessions where lie had presided ; and every such 
Secretary shall from time to time, without unreasonable delay, deliver 35 
the said list and all the declarations so made and subscribed to the 
acting Clerk of the Peace, to be by him preserved among the Records 
of the same county. 

And be it Enacted, That all notices required by this Act shall be 
promulgated by advertisements affixed on or immediately adjacent to 40 
the doors of every police station or barrack, and at the places (if any) 
appointed by the Grand Jury for posting notices within each parish, 
and a copy thereof shall be delivered to the Clerk of the Petty Sessions 
of the district off which it is proposed that the larger portion of the

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expense of such work is to be raised, and to the county Surveyor 
and Secretary of the Grand Jury : Provided always, That when any 
application shall be made by the county Surveyor for any public 
work in the manner hereinafter mentioned, it shall not be necessary 
for such county Surveyor to post any notice of such application.

And be it Enacted, That all applications for works, the expen se Ap^ication 
whereof it may be by such applications proposed to levy off the county -whereto be 
at large or off the barony in which the county Court-house may be made ‘

fence, railing or wall for the protection of travellers from dangerous 
precipices or holes lying on the side of any public road, or for main- 
taining any dispensary.

present a memorial to the Judges of the Court of Queen’s Bench at 
the next Presenting Term, stating such application and the disap- 20 
proval thereof at the Presenting Sessions, and praying that the 
Judges may direct the Grand Jury to make a Presentment for such 
work ; and such memorial shall be lodged with the Secretary of the 
Grand Jury at least One Month before the first day of such Pre- 
senting Term, and a copy thereof shall be served on each of the 25 
Chairmen at such Presenting Sessions at least One Month before the

And be it Enacted, That on the desire of any Overseer to be 5 
discharged from his office, or on proof that any Overseer is an improper 
person, or neglects to execute his duty or the trust reposed in him, it 
shall be lawful for the Grand Jury of the said county of Dublin in 
any Presenting Term to remove such Overseer and appoint another 
fit person in his place ; and also that it shall and may be lawful for 10

Anc! be it Enacted, That the Treasurer of said county in the pre- 
paration of all printed lists of Presentments granted by such Grand 
Jury shall place in a separate page of such lists the several sums of 
money which shall have been presented by such Grand Jury under 
the laws now in force, under which it is imperative on such Grand 25 
Jury to make Presentments for various public services ; and the 
amount of all sums in such lists shall be totted up at the foot of each 
column. 

And be it Enacted, That the Treasurer of said county shall on or 
before the First day of February in each and every year cause a true 30 
copy signed by himself of all Presentments which shall have been 
made by the Grand Jury and fiated by the Court at anv Presenting 
Term in such year for the county whereof he is Treasurer, to be for- 
warded to the Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant, to be by him laid 
before Parliament ; and in case any Treasurer of any county shall 35 
neglect to make such return as aforesaid, he shall forfeit One hundred 
Pounds. 

And be it Enacted, That every person who shall be hereafter elected 
Treasurer of the county of Dublin shall give security by recognizance, 
with Two or more sufficient sureties of landed property, to be approved 40 
of by the Grand Jury and the Court of Queen’s Bench, jointly and 
separately, in the sum of Two thousand Pounds, conditioned that such 
Treasurer shall well and truly execute the office of Treasurer, and shall 

account 
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account for all such sums of the public money as shall come to his 
hands, and shall pay them into the Bank of Ireland within such time 
as by this Act is directed, and that the box and all the books belong- 
ing to the county and the several baronies shall, upon his demise, resig-

Fifteen Feet of the side thereof, unless by authority of any Presentment ; 1 5 
or shall lay or cause to be laid, or suffered to be laid upon his land, 
within Three Miles of the city of Dublin, or within One Mile of the 
towns corporate of Swords and Newcastle, for manure or any other 
purpose, any offals or blood,, or the scraping of slaughter-houses or 
shambles, or the emptying of privies, without immediately covering 20 
the same with such quantity of lime or earth as shall be sufficient to 
prevent any annoyance therefrom ; or shall lay any dirt, dung, turf, 
straw, rubbish, or scouring of any ditches or drains, or any stones, 
bricks, timber, sand, clay or lime on any public road, or within Thirty 
Feet from the centre of such road ; or shall leave on any public road, 25 
or permit to be left on the same, opposite to or near his or her house 
or offices, any plough or harrow, or any cart or car, dray or other carriage, 
without the horse or horses or other beast or beasts being harnessed 
thereto, unless such carriage shall have been accidentally broken down 
there ; or shall spread any linen, blanket or cloth for winnowing 3° 
corn within One hundred Feet of the centre of any public road ; or 
shall leave any dead beast on any road, or skin or permit to be 
skinned the carcase of any beast on any public road, or within One 
hundred Feet of the centre thereof, unless in a house or yard enclosed 
with walls ; or shall beat any flax or winnow any torn, or erect 3 b 
any may-pole, may-bush or sign-post on any road ; or shall make, 
or assist in making, any fire or fires, commonly called bonfires, 
or shall wantonly set off and throw any squib, rocket or other fire- 
work within Eighty Feet of the centre of any road ; or shall bait 
any bull, or play at football, hurling or any other game or games upon 40 
any road or the sides thereof, to the annoyance of passengers ; or shall 
keep any cur, mongrel, mastiff or bull-dog, without having a block of 
wood of the weight of Five Pounds at the least fastened to the neck of 
every such dog, at any house within Fifty Yards of any public road; 
or shall, without the consent of the Overseer or county Surveyor, scrape 
any public road, or cut any sods of turf on the side of any such road ; 

or 
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or take away any earth, clay, stones or gravel therefrom; or shall 
lead or drive any car or carriage with timber, boards or iron laid 
across, so as that either end may project more than Thirty Inches 
beyond the wheels and sides of the carriage; or shall draw anv 
•5 timber or millstone along any part of a public road, without beino* 
supported by wheels from touching the same ; or shall neglect to cut 
• or clip the hedges at the side of any public road, at a height not 
exceeding Five Feet, timber trees therein excepted, within Ten Days 
after being noticed so to do by any Justice of the Peace for the said 
10 county, Overseer or county Surveyor, provided that no such notice 
shall be given from the First day of April to the First day of Sep- 
tember; and every person so offending shall upon conviction, by the 
oath of One credible witness before any Justice of the Peace within 
his jurisdiction, or upon the view of any such Justice, forfeit a sum not 
J5 exceeding Ten Skillings for every such offence ; and it shall be lawful 
for such Justice, by warrant under his hand and seal, to empower such 
Overseer or . Surveyor to fill up any ditch or drain which shall be
